Ask Congress to Take Action as to 
the “ Paper Trust.” 





Don Seitz, of the World, and John Norris, of the Times, 
Committee from American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
clation, Befere House Judiciary Commilttee—State 
They Directly Represent 230 Daily Papers. 





Wasuincron, D. C.. April 5, 1904.—The operations of 
the “Paper Trust” were the subject of a hearing given to- 
day by the House Judiciary Committee on a resolution in- 
troduced by Representative Lilley, of Connecticut. This 
resolution provides for an investigation of the “* Paper 
rust” by the Department of Commerce. 

A committee consisting of Don C. Seitz, of the New 
York World; John Norris, of the New York Times, and 
Conde Hamlin, of the St. Paul Pioneer Press, was ap- 
pointed at the last meeting of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association to bring the matter before Con 
gress, and Mr. Seitz and Mr. Norris addressed the com 
mittee in support of the resolution. 

Mr. Seitz made the opening address. 

“We are here at the instance of the 230 leading daily 
newspapers of the United States to charge directly that 
there now exists in this country an alliance of paper manu- 


He said: 


facturers organized in restraint of trade and in defiance of 
the law. We are here to lay before you the extensive facts 
regarding this illegal combination and to ask you to report 
Congressman Lilley’s resolution calling for an inquiry into 
this state of facts, in order that the mewspaper industry of 
the United States, represented in more than 22,000 estab- 
lishments, may have the relief from oppression to which 
they are entitled under the Sherman anti-trust law as laid 
down in the Northern Securities case and in the Coal 
rrust case, decided yesterday. 

“Emboldened by the ease with which they were able to 
stop competition, the ‘Paper Trust’, and its allies began last 
year to enforce conditions that have become intolerable to 
the newspaper trade. Up to a year ago there was a mod 
erate amount of competition—up to the limit of capacity 
of the independent mills to supply the demand, but about 
that time the alliance between the International Paper 
Company of New York, the General Paper Company of 
Chicago and the independent mills was perfected, im prac- 
tice at least, and the screws were tightly turned This, 
coupled with the drought in New England, resulted in peril 
and oppression in every newspaper office, East and West. 

“When the fall season opened the Inmfernational Company 
had in steck 50,000 tons of paper—no more than it should 
keep on hand all the time, but representing to it at least 
$2,000,000 in cash. It deliberately organized a general 
shutdown among ail the mills, East and West, which re 
sulted in a huge curtailment of the output. The prompt 
marketing of this necessary surplus left the market bare 
for the contingencies of the Winter and perfected the 
squeeze which has enabled the combimed concerns to force 
prices up in the open market until they are now from $10 
to $14 a ton higher than the rates which prevailed before 
these combinations were perfected 

“When I tell you that $36 a ton was formerly a fair 
average price for white printing paper, while large con 
sumers bought as low as $33, and when you know that 
from $10 to $14 advance has been foreed on large consum 
ers, and $15 per ton on the small country newspapers, 
which formerly paid $40 per ton and are now paying $55 
you will perceive that the operations of the Coal Trust, the 


Oil Trust, the Beef Trust, the Labor Trust and the other 
amiable aggregations formed to improve the prosperity of 


the country become mild and engaging in their aspect 

“What ordinary business could stand an increase of 33 
per cent. in the cost of its raw material, even with the ad 
vantage of forcing the increase up to the customer? What 
then shall be said about enterprises that are unable to join 
in the pleasing process of booming it along? A newspa 
per is sold at a fixed price, and a very low one, the ma 
jority of the circulation being at 1 cent per copy to th 
public and one-half a cent apiece to the trad: 

“Our other product—advertising—is sold at a_ fixed 
price, and a very low price. The cry of the paper com 
bine is always the same: ‘Reduce your size and raise your 
price to the public and your advertisers, and hand the re- 
sult over to us.’ This we decline to do. We decline to 
pay the tax applied by the over-capitalizing of obsolete 
mills or for the profit of Wall Street speculators, without 
an effort to secure the protection of the committee; we 
decline to pay for marked up timber lands, marked up 
and sold by their owners to themselves; we decline to pay 
the interest charges on money borrowed on notes to pro 
vide working capital.for an organization that looted itself 
in organizing and calls out that it must get 33 per cent. 
more for its wares or deprive its customers of their use. 

“I wish to call your attention to the unblushing Chicago 
organization called the General Paper Company, which was 
created to corner and skin the paper trade west of the 
Indiana line, except that it has allowed the International 
Paper Company to hold its Chicago and St. Louis trade, 
but against which the newspapers can take what is ten 
dered them or go without 

“Only recently the owner of the largest circulated news 
paper in St. Paul was told that he could not expect to 
change the width of the rolls of paper to fit a new press 
plant, because the change did not suit the convenience of 
No pub 


lisher can pick out the mills he wants to secure his supply 


the mill to which they had assigned his custom 
from. That must be left to the corporation. Questions of 
convenience are not for the buyer to determine 

“Moreover. we have reached the point where the trust 
is beginning to dominate opinion and to edit newspapers 
Several years ago, when I tried to negotiate with the ‘Pa 
per Trust,’ the selling agent brought to my office a written 
schedule of commissions under which they would permit 
themselves to do business, and one of these was _ the 
declaration, ‘It is understood that the publisher of the 
World must print nothing hostile to the interests of the 
International Paper Company.’ We did not trade. 

“The noisiest trust buster in New York, owned by a 
member of Congress, which daily prints a horrifying array 
of trusts, never puts the ‘Paper Trust’ in the band, al- 
though it is toting a load of increased cost that must mean 
at least $250,000. It doesn’t dare to squeal 

“The method employed to evade the law is about as fol- 
lows: There is a distinct division of territory between the 
General Paper Company and the International. They do 
not bid for each other’s customers, though they sometimes 
swap them when a convenience can be served. The outside 
mills cannot sell to their customers or offer their products 
he supply is below the demand and this makes it easy to 
preserve the system. The so called independent mills all 
have an arrangement by which any surplus they may 


' 


produce is taken by the International at a price believed to 


be 2 cents at the mill. They are thus enabled to have a 
secure market and get a long price from the people 

“The plan is perfect and simple, and it works. There 
has not been a finer holdup scheme devised since the first 
Morgan buccaneer chased the Golden Galleon on the silver 
seas

ROSSED PULP WOOD. 


Board of Appraisers Decide That It 
Is Duty Free. 





Full Text of the Opinion, Which Is Written by Judge Somer- 
ville—The Board of Appraisers Holds That Ross- 
ing Does Not Rise to the Dignity of 
Any Sort of Manufacture. 


The United States Board of General Appraisers, in an 
opinion written by Judge Somerville, rendered a decision 
on Thursday of last week that rossed pulp wood should 
continue to come in free of duty. The protest which is 
the subject of the decision was made in the name of C. W 
Pierce, consignee, and is against the assessments by the 
collectors of customs at Newport, Vt., and Alburgh, N. Y., 
of a duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem on importations of 
rossed pulp wood. The imports in question were invoiced 
as pulp wood, but were classified by the collectors at the 
above ports as “rossed pulp wood, as all like blocks or 
sticks rough hewn, dutiable at 20 per cent. under para 
graph 200 of the tariff act.” This duty was levied under 
instructions from the Treasury Department, which were in 
force for a short time last June and then withdrawn pend 
ing the result of the protests filed 

\ hearing on the protests was held in New York on 
December 16 of last year. The refund of the duties paid 
was asked for At the hearing the case for the Govern 
ment was presented by William G. Thompson, of Mathews 
The mpson & Spring, ol Boston, Mass., who also repre 
sented a large number of domestic pulp wood land owners 
Frank H. Platt, of Boardman, Platt & Soley, and Fred 
eric B. Jennings, of Stetson, Jennings & Russell, both of 
New York, represented the importers. 

rhe principal point of the decision is that the rossing 
process does not operate to change the wood into some 
thing else than pulp wood. “Taking the bark and rough 
outer portion off cannot be construed to rise to the dig 
nity of any sort of manufacture.” The opinion of the 
board is as follows:

Somerville, General Appraiser.—The importations in 
question were made under the present tariff act of 1897, 
which contains the following provisions bearing on the 
classification of the merchandise embraced in the protests: 

**200 Hubs for wheels, posts, heading bolts, stave 
bolts, last blocks, wagon blocks, oar blocks, heading 
blocks, and all like blocks or sticks, rough hewn, sawed 


or planed on one side; hop poles, ship timber and ship 
planking; all the foregoing not specially provided for in 
this act.” 


The following paragraphs occurred in the tariff act of 
1804: 

“672 (Free List). Logs, and round unmanufactured tim 
ber not specially enumerated or provided for in the act.’ 

“673. (Free List). Firewood, handle bolts, heading 
bolts, stave bolts and shingle bolts, hop poles, fence posts 
railroad ties, ship timber and ship planking, not specially 
provided for in this act.” 

"577 (Free List). Paper stock, crude, of every descrip 
tien, including * * * poplar or other woods, fit only to 
be converted into paper.”

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BUSINESS SEASONABLY ACTIVE. 


There Is a Fair All Round Trade and Prices Have Ad- 
vanced in Some Lines—Some Jebbing Centres 
Report Better Demand. 








A fair volume of business is being done in the New 
York paper market. A noticeable feature of the situation 
this spring is an absence of activity to the demand. Buy- 
ing is on a decidedly conservative basis, being limited to 
the pressing wants of consumers. The causes responsible 
for the quiet tone of the market are well known. A hard 
winter, a backward spring, Presidential year, building 
strikes and the lockout of the lithographers are a few of 
the reasons given for the absence of a lively demand. 
There is, however, an even, steady trade which shows up 
all right at the end of each month; still orders do not 
come easy. As one paper man said this week: “We have to 
go after all we get.” In the distributing branch of the in- 
dustry there is about an average business being done in a 
quiet way. This seems smaller than it really is because 
dealers are wont to make comparisons with the activity that 
was characteristic of the spring trade for the past few 
years. With the mills the situation is somewhat stronger 
than in the selling end of the business. Nearly all the mills 


’ have a fair supply of orders ahead. But now that manu- 


facturing conditions have become normal again and the 
maximum production is being run off the pile of accumu- 
lated orders is being gradually reduced. This fact is, no 
doubt, partly responsible for the greater activity of many 
of the mill men. They fear that they may need orders 
later on, although there is no dearth of business as yet. 
No concessions in the way of reduced quotations are re- 
ported. On the contrary the manufacturers are very firm 
in their demands. News paper is thought to be a little 
easier, although the effect of the increased production is 
not reflected in the quotations. The large news manufac- 
turing companies continue to report 2% cents as the price 
of news. Even at that price they say that there is none to 
be had for immediate delivery. The smaller news com- 
panies are taking on new business at about 2% cents. In 
manilas the advance of $2 per ton on its light weights last 
week by the International Paper Company has stiffened the 
market somewhat on manilas. Other manufacturers of 
similar grades are now asking more money for their papers. 
None of them, however, have as yet made positive ad- 
vances. The No. 2 wood manila is the only grade of wrap- 
ping paper that is absolutely scarce. In book papers the 
market situation is strong. The mills as a rule are pretty 
well supplied with orders. The short supply of soda fibre 
helps to keep the book market firm. Prices on book papers 
are unchanged. Writings are steady. With the jobbers 
there is little more activity in writings, but there is no snap 
to the demand. About an average volume of business is 
going to the mills. In boards the spring trade is quiet. 
The consumers are evidently using up old stock and are 
buying moderately of the dealers. New mill orders are not 
as numerous as they should be. 


Conflicting Reports in Boston.

Reports of local paper dealers this week vary somewhat 
in their tenor, from which fact it must be assumed that 
the jobbing distribution of paper is not as heavy as it 
ought to be. Some jobbers claim to be very busy, while 
others say that orders are not as plenty as could be wished 
for. The representative of one of the leading city job- 
bing firms stated that business at present was not as active 
as it was at this time last year, and he coupled that state- 
ment with the remark that the labor situation was so unset- 
tled that enterprising developments in many lines of busi- 
ness were being retarded. Another representative of the 
trade, whose business is with the large book publishers, 
said that he was not booking as much business as he un- 
doubtedly would if the outlook was more favorable. With 
jobbers of manila papers trade conditions are much better, 
as there is a very good demand for all lines of store wrap- 
pings. Lithograph papers are the weak feature just now be- 
cause of the shutdown of so many lithograph printing con- 
cerns, while tissue papers lead in being hard to get. Ordi- 
nary book papers are moving fairly well from manufac- 
turers’ hands. Manufacturers of manilas are having all 
the business they can take care of just at present. The 
demard for box boards in this market is said to be very 
No change in quotations is noted in this market.

Holyoke Fairly Active.

A majority of the mills report business as being fairly 
active. It was hoped that by April trade would have as- 
sumed somewhat more pleasing aspects, but the winter 


has been so long in departing that manufacturers say it 
has had a tendency to keep trade quict. 





The American Writing Paper Company has all of its 
mills running full in all departments, however, but there is 
no great rush in any of them. The company reports trade 
as fair, and the reports from the sales managers in dif- 
ferent sections would indicate that more business was to 
be expected. 

The Whiting Paper Company has a fair business, being 
able to fill many more orders than it is receiving. It is 
faring as well as any of the Holyoke mills. 

The Parsons Paper Company has a fine lot of orders on 
hand for its ledger and bond papers. These special lines 
of papers seem to have had an active sale during the 
winter, and in consequence the mill is busy. 

The L. L. Brown Paper Company at Adams reports trade 
good. Its departments are all busy, and indications are 
that the coming summer will be a better one for trade 
than the average Presidential year. 

The Lee mills are busy. The business of the Smith Pa- 
per Company has been exceedingly good the past year. 
Enlargements now being considered will increase the out- 
put of the company. 

The Esleeck Manufacturing Company at Turners Falls 
has a fair business, probably as good as could be expected 
at this time of the year. The sale of the thin typewriter 
papers made at this mill has been beyond the expectation 
of the company, which is not sorrowing over a temporary 
letup. Ferry. 


Philadelphia Trade Nominally Good. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PurLapecpuia, April 5, 1904.—The jobbing trade still 
finds business as it was a week ago, normally good com- 
pared with the trade of past years previous to the last 
three, very quiet compared with those years generally ad- 
mitted to have been exceptionally bu’y ones. “Business 
generally is either satisfactory or quiet, according as the 
standard of comparison is taken,” said one jobber today 
in explanation. “My individual opinion is that we cannot 
take the sales of the last three years as a basis of compar- 
ison, for those were periods of exceptional, and I believe 
unnatural, activity. But if we take the previous years, 
then the present volume of trade is satisfactory. It is 
really more normal than it has been for many years past. 
We must not be discouraged by the falling off from the 
last three years, and we are not if we recognize the ex- 
ceptional character of those years. Considering the con- 
dition of commercial life I think the paper trade is in a 
very good condition. The outlook is not one of uncer- 
tainty, but we must realize that under normal conditions we 
cannot expect to equal last year’s record.” 

While the condition described applies to the jobbers’ 
trade on general lines, some branches, as, for instance, 
building papers and news, are almost as active as they were 
a year ago. But the greatest quietness prevails in wrap- 
ping papers. The textile manufacturers are the heaviest 
consumers, and today thousands of operatives are out of 
work as a consequence of the high price and scarcity of 
cotton. The wrapping paper trade is poor. Prices gener- 
ally remain unchanged, and little difficulty is now being 
experienced in securing the advanced quotations for the 
best grades of book paper. E. R. G. 


Chicago Trade Slower.

Several unusual influences have combined to make the 
paper trade in Chicago slower last week than it has been 
for the corresponding period for several years. Country 
trade has been fair, but city trade was poor. Labor trou- 
bles and high water have been the most potent factors 
in the uncertain condition. The strike of the lithogra- 
phers throughout the country, though it did not bring out 
the Chicago members of that union, had its effect on the 
mill agents in this city. For several weeks past Chicago 
has had a strike of its own by the members of the bind- 
ers’ union. Last week this affected orders somewhat, but 
the disturbance has about passed over. Several of the 
mills held back their output awaiting instructions before 
shipping to Chicago. Book material has been stiff. In 
paper stock the market has been in fair condition. Prices 
have not changed, but the demand has not been strong, 
owing to the partial shutdown of the mills of the United 
Box Board and Paper Company. J. B. W. 





Hindrances to Miami Valley Business. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 4, 1904.—“It’s high time that trade 
is picking up,” remarked a well known mill man yesterday. 
“Business has not been as good as it should have been, 
considering the advance of the season. The beginning of 
the spring trade was a disappointment, though at present 
I under- 
stand that the box and bucket as well as the novelty men 
have had serious complaints to make, and probably they 
were justified. In the regular paper manufacturing lines 
I think you will learn that the interruption to shipments in 


the indications are that business will improve. 
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the winter season, due to storms and blizzards, proved 
about the most exasperating detriment, while during the 
past two weeks washouts, spring freshets and genuine, old 
fashioned floods have done much to retard trade and discour- 
age the manufacturers in this section. Reports from all over 
the country show that this ha# been a season of unprec- 
edented floods, and certainly the general trade must have 
suffered as a result. It is either a case of having too much 
water or not enough, and when the latter condition exists, 
say, in the Fox River Valley, there is greater ‘wailing and 
gnashing of teeth’ than there is in our own valley, because 
of torrential rains and the attendant floods. Oh, I tell you 
this thing of running a paper mill under varied corditions 
is not an easy task. It’s hard enough when business is 
rushing and all circumstances are favorable.” 

The general demand for most lines has been very active 
during the week and prices are as firm as they well could 
be. News and book hold the fort. M. V. 





Orders Rather Plentiful in Wisconsin.

Appteton, Wis., April 4, 1904.—There is very little new 
to tell of in the business situation this week. Orders con- 
tinue to be received rather plentifully, and most of the 
mills are well supplied.

Raymondville Will Enlarge Plant. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., April 5, 1904.—The Raymondville 
Paper Company has plans under way for additions to its 
plant and equipment that will more than double its output 
of finished paper. The company began making paper in its 
new mill at Raymondville, N. Y., in September, 1902, the 
plant having a capacity of 30 tons of paper and 20 tons of 
ground wood per day. The additions include the erection 
of a new wood grinding plant 332 miles above the mill on 
the Racquette River, the power acquired giving the use of 
the entire stream under a 32 foot head and an estimated 
development of 4,500 horse power. The new mill will be 
built for sixteen grinders, twelve of which are to be put in 
at first and the others as needed. The water power to be 
developed is on the line of the Norfolk and St. Lawrence 
Railroad, making transfer to the Raymondville mill and 
other points an easy matter. There is room in the Ray- 
mondville mill for an additional paper machine, and a new 
120 inch Fourdrinier, built by the Bagley & Sewall Com- 
pany, of this city, will be put in. This, with a new build- 
ing for a finishing room, will be ready by the time the 
wood grinding plant is completed. 

The additional machine at the Raymondville mill will 
make necessary the putting in of extra beaters and other 
equipment. The Carthage Machine Company will build 
the grinders for the new pulp mill and the screens required 
will be supplied by the Brownville Iron Works. 

The Raymondville mill has been run on news since it 
was started and this line will be continued, contracts hav- 
ing been made for the additional output when the work 
above outlined is completed the last of the year. B. 


Fire_in Hollingsworth & Vose Mill.

Boston, Mass., April 5, 1904. 

A little after noon today fire broke out in the paper 
mill of the Hollingsworth & Vose Company, at East Wal- 
pole, Mass., on the Providence Division of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, some 28 
miles from Boston. The fire is said to have started in the 
engine room, caused by friction. The fire lasted several 
hours. The loss is reported to be over $75,000. The mill 
was equipped with three double cylinder paper machines 
and had a capacity of 20,000 pounds per day, turning out 
rope manila papers. Just before the close of the day the 
writer called up the company’s Boston office, at 170 
Summer street, to get further particulars, but the officials 
were at the scene of the fire, and none of the office force 
could give any particulars.

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WHITE MOUNTAIN PAPER COMPANY 


An Agreement Between Opposing Forces Reached at a 
Meeting Held om Tucsday—Plams as Outlined in Paper 
Trade Journal Will Be Carried Into Effect Seon. 








The announcement in last week’s Parer TrapE JoURNAL 
in regard to the revival of the White Mountain Paper 
Company project created considerable stir in New York 
trade and financial circles. On Monday of this week the 
substance of the story was sent out over its wires by one 
of the Wall Street news agencies. On Tuesday morning 
many of the daily newspapers contained interviews with 
some of the parties interested. The substance of the 
statements printed was that no plan of reorganization could 
be put through at this time because of pending litigation. 
In other words, that the story as published in THe Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL of last week was incorrect. 

Despite the denials referred to THe Paper Trapve Jour- 
NAL this week reiterates the statement that the plan of re- 
organization substantially as outlined last week will be 
carried into effect without much further delay. Added 
weight is lent to this conviction because of the friendly 
meeting which was held on Tuesday of this week between 
counsel for the remaining opposing bondholders and Oak- 
leigh Thorne, chairman of the reorganization committee, 
in the latter’s office at the North American Trust Com- 
pany, 135 Broadway. At that meeting, which was per- 
fectly harmonious, a form of agreement for a settlement 
was drawn up and is said to have been signed. Whether 
it was signed or not cannot be stated positively. At any 
rate the form of agreement was made to conform to the 
ideas of counsel for the opposing bondholders, being sub- 
jected to a number of corrections dictated by Henry Woll- 
man, counsel for Gardiner Hall, Jr., and that gentleman 
and his associate in the case, Henry M. Blackmer, left the 
offices of the Trust Company in an apparently satisfied 
frame of mind. Mr. Thorne also seemed pleased with the 
result of the conference. To a representative of THe Pa- 
PER TRADE JOURNAL, who was waiting in the outer office 
during the conference, Mr. Thorne said that he had noth- 
ing to add this week to the statement printed in last week’s 
Paper Trape JourNAL. Mr. Wollman also declined to say 
anything for publication in regard to the meeting at Mr. 
Thorne’s office. 

From other sources it was learned that the agreement 
reached on Tuesday awaits only the signatures of Gardiner 
Hall, Jr., Charles Fletcher and the other smaller bond- 
holders. These signatures are expected to be obtained to- 
morrow (Friday). The total amount of the bonds held 
by the outstanding bondholders is about $440,000 worth. 
To obtain these, so it can go ahead with the project, the 
reorganization committee is said to have agreed to pay 
about one-third of their par value in cash within ninety 
days and the remaining two-thirds in the preferred stock 
of the timber and pulp manufacturing cOmpany that it is 
proposed to organize. The settlement made last week 
whereby the reorganization committee secured the $400,000 
worth of bonds held by George W. Megeath, of Kansas 
City, the former president of the company, and his friends, 
was not quite so favorable to the owners of the bonds as 
the settlement agreement made with counsel for Mr. Hall 
and others. 

As soon as the reorganization committee gets possession 
of the $440,000 worth of bonds now outstanding the suit 
for foreclosure of the mortgage will be brought to an end 
shortly by the sale of the ‘property to the North American 
Trust Company, which company will no doubt bid it in. 
This done, the plan of the reorganization committee to 
organize two distinct companies to take over the property 
will be put into effect. One of these companies, as was 
stated last week, will own the timber lands and water 
powers of the company and will own and operate sawmills, 
pulp mills and a number of factories that turn out articles 
made of wood. In addition this company will supply the 
paper mills of the other company that is to be organized 
with ground wood. The company that will take over the 
mill site, with the buildings thereon, will be organized for 
the manufacture of paper. Both of these companies will 
be incorporated for $5,000,000 each. 

On Monday of this week, which was the day previous to 
the resumption of negotiations for a settlement, Henry 
Wollman, of counsel for Gardiner Hall, Jr., and other 
bondholders, said: “I was very Inuch surprised at seeing 
an announcement in the newspaper slips that a new plan 
for the reorganization of the White Mountain Paper Com- 
pany was ready to be put out. Since reading the an- 
nouncement I have been told that Oakleigh Thorne, chair- 
man of the committee, said that the announcement was a 
mistake, and that his committee had not given out any 
such plan as that stated in the newspaper slip. I am quite 


sure, from my knowledge of the situation, that that is cor- 
rect, and in view of the pending litigation no plan could be 
put through now, and certainly Mr. Thorne and his com- 
mittee are entirely too wise to attempt such a thing at this 
time.” 


Hearings on the claims of the creditors of the com- 
pany were held every day last week at the office of Re- 
ceiver Donovan, 45 Cedar street. Judge Bingham, of the 
Supreme Court of New Hampshire, who was appointed 
special master in chancery for the purpose by Judge Al- 
drich, of the United States Circuit Court, heard the 
cases. A number of appeals were taken from the rulings 
of Judge Bingham. These appeals will probably be heard 
before Judge Aldrich in Boston, Mass., some time this 
week. On account of the Supreme Court of New Hamp- 
shire being in session on Monday, Judge Bingham was 
compelled to adjourn the hearings in the White Moun- 
tain Paper case until after the adjournment of the New 
Hampshire Supreme Court, which will take place in 
about four weeks, when the hearings in the White Moun- 
tain Paper case will be resumed, either in this city or in 
Boston, Mass. The determination of the claims of the 
creditors of the company will not, it is understood, delay 
the carrying out of the plans of the reorganization com- 
mittee of the bondholders. 


Black River Power Association. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., April 5, 1904—The Black River 
Power Association, an organization that includes in its 
membership nearly every user of water power in the Black 
River Valley, held its annual meeting last Wednesday and 
elected the following officers: George W. Knowlton, presi- 
dent; F. R. Rhines, first vice president; F. E. Robinson, 
second vice president ; G. C. Hazelton, third vice president; 
Fred W. Babcock, secretary and treasurer. The secretary- 
treasurer's report showed the affairs of the association to 
be in excellent shape. The usual assessment of 2 cents per 
horse power was levied to meet running expenses and the 
secretary was requested to ascertain how many members 
desired to visit the reservoirs in the Adirondacks in June, 
so that special arrangements for transportation could be 
made if necessary. 

The association listened to the report of the water power 
commission appointed by the State for Black River.” This 
commission consists of J. P. Lewis, of Beaver Falls; C. R. 
Remington, D. M. Anderson and F. W. Babcock, of this 
city, and it has control of the flow of water from the State 
reservoirs on the Black River watershed. This commis- 
sion finds conditions here more favorable than ever before, 
all of the reservoirs being in fine condition. All of them 
have been drawn down in order that they may hold back 
the water during the April freshets and thus prevent in 
some measure damage by floods down the valley. B. 


New Paper Mill for Plattsburg. 


PLatrssurGc, N. Y., April 4, 1904.—An option has been 
secured by Fort Edward and Sandy Hill capitalists for the 
purchase of the pulp mill and water power near this city, 
known as the Allen and Sherman property, owned by 
James H. Allen, of Port Henry. John J. Cunningham and 
W. J. Gallagher, of Sandy Hill, and Orville H. Moore, of 
Fort Edward, last week visited the property with Mr. 
Allen, and it is learned that the option has been accepted 
and that titles will pass within the next two weeks, when 
a company will be incorporated for the manufacture of 
pulp and paper. 

The incorporators of the company will be J. J. Cunning- 
ham, Hon. Grenville M. Ingalsbee and W. J. Gallagher, of 
Sandy Hill, and Asabel R. Wing and Orville H. Moore, 
of Fort Edward. Mr. Cunningham will be president and 
Mr. Moore manager of the company. 

It is planned to erect immediately a paper mill on the 
property. Mr. Cunningham said that work on the paper 
mill would begin in a few weeks, as soon as a spur could 
be built from the Chateaugay branch of the Delaware and 
Hudson to allow of the transportation of building material 
and machinery. The paper mill will have a capacity of 
15 tons per day, and will be equipped for the manufacture 
of news, bag and hanging paper. 





Improving Rock Falls Paper Mill. 


Sreriine, Ill., April 4, 1904—The Rock Falls paper mill 
has already made a good start toward becoming a modern 
plant. Arrangements have been made for the increase in 
capacity and much work has already been done. Two Erie 
City slide valve engines of 120 horse power each arrived at 
the mill several days ago and are now all set and ready for 
use. These engines will be used for running the two paper 
making machines. 

Three carloads of machinery arrived at the mill last week 
and two more carloads will arrive soon. A large force of 
expert workmen will be employed to place the new equip- 
ment in position. The work will probably take about ten 
days. While shut down the mill will be given a general 
overhauling and repairing, and when it is again started up 
it will be a first class plant in every respect. The mill is in 
charge of Superintendent S. W. Sroufe and he is looking 
after the improvements. 


New York JOTTINGS. 





The Union Bag and Paper Company on Friday of last 
week moved from the Washington Building, 1 Broadway, 
to its new offices in the Whitehall Building, 17 Battery 
place. The officers and force of the Union are now 
perched on the top floor, the nineteenth, of that new but 
popular skyscraper. The company occupies about one-half 
of the floor on the Washington street side. As the White- 
hall stands like a monument on the water’s edge in the old 
part of the city, the offices of the Union are necessarily the 
lightest, the breeziest and afford the most interesting view 
of any in town. From. its windows a fine view is to be 
had of the west side of the city, the North River, the Jersey 
river front, the bay, the Narrows and Brooklyn. The top 
of this building is an ideal summer resort.

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“SHOPPERY RAGS.” 


Customs Officials Claim That They Should Be Assessed at 
Ten Cents a Pound—Trade Value of Goods from 
Fifty to Sixty Cents a Hundred. 


. 





An importation of eighty-three bales of rags at New 
York last week has caused an unusual fuss. The ship- 
ment was invoiced as “shoppery rags” and were worth 50 
to 60 cents, mill price. They were brought over by a 
Boston house. As such stock comes in free only a wharf 
examination was necessary. Being released the bales were 
all shipped to a mill at Lockport, N. Y. The trouble be- 
gan when the customs examiners opened the samples 
which they had taken. The examiners at once declared 
that the rags were satinette garments, and that being part 
woolen should be classified under paragraph 363 as woolen 
rags and should be assessed at 10 cents per pound. Hav- 
ing made this discovery the examiners wired the mill at 
Lockport, N. Y., to return a‘number of the bales. When 
these arrived in New York and were opened the stock 
was found to be satinette garments, according to the report 
of the customs officials. The chemical test made of the 
stock is said to have resulted in the finding of 38 per cent. 
of wool in the rags. On this report the Boston importer 
was asked to pay $1,400 duty. As the selling price of the 
stock was somewhere between $700 and $800, on which 
the importer’s profit was very small, the order of the 
Government officials compelling the house to pay $1,400 is 
considered a very great hardship. 

In the New York paper stock trade the action of the 
customs examiners in assessing the stock as woolen rags has 
been criticised adversely. Assuming, as the other im- 
porters do, that the goods were invoiced in good faith as 
“shoppery rags,” and that they proved to be 38 per cent. 
woolen, still, even admitting all this, the claim is made that 
the rags should come in free, as they cannot be put to any 
use that will permit of the payment of 10 cents per pound 
on the stock. It is also contended that the duty to be paid 
on the importation should be that which is assessed on 
the cheaper material, as the latter comprises a majority 
percentage of the stock. The New York importers on 
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hearing about the satinette case last week were at first 
inclined to join in any protest that might be made by the 
Boston importer of the goods. After consideration, how- 
ever, it was decided to await the collection of all the facts 
and also to see what action the importer of the rags will 
take. 


Niagara Power Bill Fight. 


Avpeany, N. Y., April 5, 1904.—By a vote of 25 to 13 the 
Senate tonight refused to strike out the enacting clause of 
the Thompson bill extending the corporate existence and 
increasing the powers of the Niagara, Lockport and On- 
tario Power Company. The principal fight on the bill will 
be made when the measure comes up on the order of final 
passage. After the bill had been advanced several Sena- 
tors who voted against killing it said that they would op- 
pose the bill later. 

Senator L’Hommedieu made a speech defending the bill, 
declaring that while it had been roundly denounced in the 
newspapers as a wicked “grab,” the fact remained that the 
opposition had been stirred up by rival power companies at 
Niagara. He said that there was not the slightest possi- 
bility of the great lakes running dry or the beauty of 
Niagara being damaged in any particular. 

Senator Grady, minority leader, attacked the bill, declar- 
ing that it was a pernicious attempt to give a corporation 
extraordinary powers, to permit it to seize lands in any 
section of the State, and to lay pipes and conduits across 
the State and through any city, village, town or private 
lands. 


J. W. Booth Will Build Paper Mill. 


Ortawa, Canada, April 5. 1904.—Tke new pulp mill of 
J. R. Booth at Chaudiere will be in working order very 
soon now, and it is estimated that fully 300 persons will 
be employed. As soon as the pulp mill is in good work- 
ing order it is Mr. Booth’s intention to proceed at once 
with the erection of a paper mill adjacent to the present 
bu.ldings. It will be a large mill, with up to date equip- 
ment in every particular, and it is estimated will use the 
entire output of the pulp plant. The machinery has all 
been contracted fer. ee: Me: Ee

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“SHOPPERY RAGS.” 


Customs Officials Claim That They Should Be Assessed at 
Ten Cents a Pound—Trade Value of Goods from 
Fifty to Sixty Cents a Hundred.

An importation of eighty-three bales of rags at New 
York last week has caused an unusual fuss. The ship- 
ment was invoiced as “shoppery rags” and were worth 50 
to 60 cents, mill price. They were brought over by a 
Boston house. As such stock comes in free only a wharf 
examination was necessary. Being released the bales were 
all shipped to a mill at Lockport, N. Y. The trouble be- 
gan when the customs examiners opened the samples 
which they had taken. The examiners at once declared 
that the rags were satinette garments, and that being part 
woolen should be classified under paragraph 363 as woolen 
rags and should be assessed at 10 cents per pound. Hav- 
ing made this discovery the examiners wired the mill at 
Lockport, N. Y., to return a‘number of the bales. When 
these arrived in New York and were opened the stock 
was found to be satinette garments, according to the report 
of the customs officials. The chemical test made of the 
stock is said to have resulted in the finding of 38 per cent. 
of wool in the rags. On this report the Boston importer 
was asked to pay $1,400 duty. As the selling price of the 
stock was somewhere between $700 and -$800, on which 
the importer’s profit was very small, the order of the 
Government officials compelling the house to pay $1,400 is 
considered a very great hardship. 

In the New York paper stock trade the action of the 
customs examiners in assessing the stock as woolen rags has 
been criticised adversely. Assuming, as the other im- 
porters do, that the goods were invoiced in good faith as 
“shoppery rags,” and that they proved to be 38 per cent. 
woolen, still, even admitting all this, the claim is made that 
the rags should come in free, as they cannot be put to any 
use that will permit of the payment of 10 cents per pound 
on the stock. It is also contended that the duty to be paid 
on the importation should be that which is assessed on 
the cheaper material, as the latter comprises a majority 
percentage of the stock. The New York importers on 


hearing about the satinette case last week were at first 
inclined to join in any protest that might be made by the 
Boston importer of the goods.

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OHIO AND MICHIGAN FLOODS. 


At Many Points in Both States Mills Were Inundated and 
Shut Down for Several Days—As a Rule 
Are All Operating Now.

Dayton, Ohio, April 4, 1904.—Most manufacturers have 
recovered from the effects of the disastrous flood which 
occurred in the Miami Valley the past week, but there was 
a serious interruption to business. The waters receded 
and by Thursday most of the paper mill plants were in 
operation as usual. The entire lower part of the valley 
was flooded, and while the mills were not seriously 
threatened by the flood they could not be operated, water 
having backed into the plants. In several instances the 
machine rooms were inundated and losses were heavy. 
There was no danger of the destruction of any of the 
flooded plants, however, the current not having been 
strong enough to seriously impair the structures. 

Throughout the valley the complaint was general over 
the results of the flood and hurried work was performed 
in all busy centres to repair the damages and proceed with 
the operation of the industries. The Champion Coated Pa- 
per Company at Hamilton met with several obstacles which 
were overcome as rapidly as possible and the 500 em- 
ployees are again at work. At Miamisburg, West Carroll- 
ton, Franklin, Middletown and Dayton the mills are run- 
ning as usual, but they found the flood a serious detriment 
to trade. 

Alarming reports were received from many Ohio towns 
last Friday and Saturday relative to the flood situation 
and many plants throughout the State were interrupted, 
though the Miami Valley escaped with minor high water 
mishaps. At Piqua 500 feet of the Miami and Erie Canal 
were washed away and the Miami River was higher than

Work of the Flood in Michigan. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

KaLaMAzoo, Mich., April 4, 1904.—Now that the waters 
have subsided and the danger is over, all the talk in this 
part of Michigan is of the great flood and the trail of ruin 
and loss it left behind it. All classes of business were hit 
hard and the paper interests suffered with the rest. 

The Kalamazoo Paper Company didn’t turn a wheel for 
four days, and for over a week not a car went in or out 


of the mill yards. Mill No. 2 was flooded to a depth of 4 
feet, and it was only by the hardest kind of work that the 
water was kept out of the new mill. 

The Riverview Coating Company ran through the entire 
flood period, but was entirely cut off from railroad com- 
munication for a period of ten days. 

The King Paper Company also shut down for two days. 

The Bardeen Paper Company, at Otsego, was the worst 
sufferer of any of the big plants along the river frontage, 
for at that point the Kalamazoo seemed destined to sweep 
all before it. So grave was the danger that everyone 
offered their services, and business men, laborers and 
farmers worked shoulder to shoulder all day and night of 
March 27 and 28 in the effort to save property. As it is 
the dam was damaged to the extent of nearly $10,000, 
while all the three Bardeen mills were flooded, and as yet 
only mill No. 1 has been able to resume operations. One 
life was also sacrificed in this fight against the elements.

GARRETI-BUCHANAN’S PURCHASE. 


The Most Surprising News of the Week to the Philadelphia 
Trade—First Money Paid in the Transaction 
and Searches Being Made. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PuHILapetpHia, April 5, 1904.—Announcement in THE 
Paper TRADE JouRNAL last week that the Garrett-Buchanan 
Company was about to purchase from the Megargee estate 
the large five story double buildings occupied by the Dill 
& Collins Company and by the Whiting Paper Company 
came to the trade as the most surprising news of the week, 
and is still the only topic of trade interest generally dis- 
cussed. The Garrett-Buchanan Company is not prepared 
at this time to make official announcement of the fact that 
it is the purchaser of these buildings. It is known in 
trade circles, however, that the first money is paid, and 
that if the customary searches prove satisfactory the full 
purchase consideration will be met. The buildings have 
been in the market for some months, and it is said that 
$105,000 recently was refused for them. The present pur- 
chase price is believed to approximate $110,000. Trade 
gossip further has it that the Garrett-Buchanan Company, 
which, when it occupies these stores, will have among the 
largest warehouses in the city, will probably spend sev- 
eral thousand dollars in alterations. 

The building on South Marshall street in which the 
Garrett-Buchanan offices now are located is owned by 
Irvin N. Megargee & Co., and is really the rear of this 
firm’s Sixth street store. When vacated by the Garrett- 
Buchanan Company the building will probably be added to 
the I. N. Megargee & Co.’s warehouses. 

The leases of the Dill & Collins Company and of the 
Whiting Paper Company run until the close of the year. 
No announcement of the concern’s plans has been made, 
though it is reported that the Dill & Collins Company has 
under consideration the project of erecting a building for 
its own use.

vice in the mill Mr. McCorkindale returned to the East, 
and going to Dalton, Mass., became a machine tender 
for Crane & Co., remaining with that house for nine 
years. 

At that time, 1881, all of the No. 1 ledger papers used 
in this country were made in Berkshire County, Massa- 
chusetts, and it was thought that they could not be made 
anywhere else. Mr. McCorxindale thought that they 
could be made at Holyoke just as well, and in an inter- 
view with the late Joseph C. Parsons he asked that gentle- 
man to make the experiment in that direction. Mr. Par- 
sons consented, and bought the Mt. Tom mill for that 
purpose. Im June, 1881, Mr. McCorkindale removed to 
Holyoke. The mill was remodeled and was started in 
October, 1881, and in a few months made as good ledgers 
as had beem made up to that time. In 1888 the demand for 
the goods exceeded the capacity of the mill, and the 
company planned a new mill, its No. 2, which was de- 
signed as a model plant, and which fully realized the de- 
signs of its creators. 

When the American Writing Paper Company was 
formed the No.1 and Mt. Tom mills were sold to that 
company, the Parsons Paper Company retaining the 
Sergeant street mill and devoting all its energies to the 
production of ledgers and bonds, of which papers Mr. 
McCorkindale has made a special study and as to which 
he is an authority. Mr. McCorkindale is not only super- 
intendent of the mill, but is also a stockholder in the 
company, as well as in the Millers Falls Paper Com- 
pany. 


Waldwick Paper Mill Burned. 

Watowick, N. J., April 4, 1904.—One of the oldest land- 
marks in Bergen County was destroyed last week, when the 
paper mill of Charles L. White was busned to the ground. 
The mill was built in 1816, and has been partly destroyed 
by fire three times before. For the past seven months the 
mill has not been operated, and as the fire started in the 
boiler room, it is believed it was caused by tramps who 
had probably gone in there to sleep and had made a fire 
to warm themselves. 

It is beliewed that three tramps were burned to death in 
the building. Near the boiler, and covered by smoking and 
burning débris, are three bodies which are plainly visible. 
Owing to the inflammable nature of the material stored in 
the old mill the heat in the ruins was too intense at a 
late hour today to permit a search to be made.

The original mill was built by the grandfather of the 
present owner. Charles L. White’s father inherited it, he 
being the oldest son, and in turn he willed the property 
to the oldest son. Charles L. White invented a machine 
used for making paper string, and for years the old Wald- 
wick mill had a monopoly of the trade. 

Two years ago competition became so strong that all but 
one of the departments of the mill were closed. The flood 
in September last carried away the dams, and no work 
has been done in the mill since then. Four years ago new 
machinery was put in. 

The loss is estimated at $25,000. There was no insur- 
ance, the policies having been cancelled because the mill 
was idle.

committee as to whether any changes in the existing tariff 
schedules would aid the newspaper publishers. He said he 
did not care to argue that question, having been given to 
understand that no relief could be expected from tariff 
changes at this session of Congress. 

“I am opposed to all tariffs,” Mr. Seitz said. “It will be 
only a few years until the ‘Paper Trust’ itself will be down 
here asking you gentlemen in Congress to remove the tariff 
from wood pulp coming in from Canada.” 

Regarding the apportionment of territory made by the 
Paper Trust, Mr. Seitz said: 

“The trust has divided our raiment and passed it around 
in a perfectly friendly manner.” Mr. Seitz said he was 
buying paper from the Great Northern Paper Company, 
but that the oppression of the trust was felt even though 
dealing with an independent company, for the reason that 
competing bids could not be obtained. 

“Of course it is the duty of the Department of Justice to 
enforce the laws ” said Mr. Littlefield. 

“But not to ‘run amuck,’” interrupted Mr. De Armond. 

Mr. Seitz added that the prices of paper had been in-

creased 33% per cent. during the last two years, while the 
price of newspapers to the public and advertisers had de- 
creased. 

Mr. Norris was the next speaker. He said: 

“On November 1, 1903, the paper men found that there 
were 47,000 tons of white paper on hand. That was only 
one month’s supply for the entire market, but it was 7,000 
tons more than upon the corresponding day of the previous 
year. Accordingly, in that month, by means which we hope 
through the passage of this resolution we shall be able to 
uncover, an arrangement was made whereby all of these 
mills shut down and starved the market to the extent of 
12,000 tons. 

“Then they discovered that a drought which had pre- 
vailed in some sections, according to their statements, since 
the previous April, had not broken, and that the severe 
winter froze all the precipitation so that it could not go 
into the streams, and thereby the power to grind wood 
into pulp was diminished, and they were forced to buy 
pulp from Canadian and Norwegian mills, and by reason 
of that they were forced to mark up prices, and in some 
instances absolutely refused to supply paper at any price. 

“They Sent letters to newspaper publishers politely ask- 
ing them to cut their circulation in half and to reduce the 
size of their paper to meet the situation they had made by 
their shutdown in November. They were imposing upon 
us the penalties due to their interference with natural con- 
ditions. 

“We appear on behalf of the consumers of three-fourths 
of all the news print paper made in the United States. 
We appear as employers and protectors of workingmen 
who number as forty to one in comparison with the pay- 
rolls of the paper companies. There are sixty-three news 
print paper mills in the United States, producing about 
600,000 tons annually, for which the yewspapers pay $26,- 
000,000 per annum. 

“We complain that the news print paper companies west 
of the Indiana State line have been organized into an il- 
legal combination known as the General Paper Company, 
which acts as the selling agency for those mills. It dic- 
tates to newspaper proprietors where and how they shall 
obtain their paper supplies, and the prices they shall pay 
for paper. It has gone so far as to dictate to a newspaper 
proprietor what width of paper roll he shall use; in effect, 
they tried to prescribe the size of the press he should use 
for printing his paper. 

“We complain that the International Paper Company, a 
manufacturing combination of thirty mills, has arranged 
with the General Paper Compafiy for the apportionment of 
territory and for the apportionment of customers. 

“We complain that the International Paper Company 
has arranged with outside mills in the Eastern States for 
the purchase of their surplus product in order that it might 
control prices, and that it has sold its surplus to Great 
Britain at lower prices than it demanded in New York 
city. 

“We complain that all the paper makers East and West 
conspired on November 25, 1903, to close their mills; that 
they produced a panic in prices and in supply, and that they 
imperiled the continuity of newspaper publication. 

“We complain that the producers of sulphite pulp have 
combined to stimulate the price of that important factor in 
the production of news print paper. 

“We complain that in other branches of the paper trade, 
in writing paper, in cardboards, and in book paper similar 
combinations have been made, all of which tend to 
strengthen that conspiracy in news print paper production 


which is the special object of this inquiry. We complain 
that these various combinations and conspiracies have in 
terfered with the currents of trade, that they have produced 
artificial conditions, and that they have menaced an inter 
est which is entitled to the protection of Congress.” 

Mr. Seitz remarked that he and Mr. Norris were there 
at the instance of 230 daily newspapers, and in reality rep- 
resented 22,000 newspapers. 

Mr. De Armond tried to obtain a statement from Mr 
Seitz that the abolition of the duty on wood pulp would 
give the relief sought. Mr. Seitz said he was in favor of 
it, but he did not think it would. In a few years the trust 
would itself ask that the tariff be removed. 

Mr. Norris declared that the reduction of the duty would 
enable the independent mills to do business. There never 
had been any reason for putting it on, he said. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Norris’ statement the members 
of the committee discussed the proper procedure in the 
case. The Republican members maintained that the proper 
course for the American Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion to have followed was to go to Secretary Cortelyou and 
tell him of the existence of the “Paper Trust” and ask 
him to investigate it, and then to go to Attorney General 
Knox and tell him of the existence of the trust and ask 
him to dissolve it. 

Chairman Jenkins called the attention of the Publishers’ 
Association committee to the fact that Attorney General 
Knox had a large fund, $500,000, to fight trusts, and sug- 
gested that that was the proper place to go to. 

“Why don’t the newspapers force the Administration to 
take such action as will afford relief?’ Mr. Little asked 
Mr. Seitz. “The newspapers are the moulders of public 
opinion and could easily do this.” 

“We do not like to collect our bills or better our condi- 
tion through our columns,” Mr. Seitz answered. “The 
ethics of the profession are against it.” 

As indicating that the President’s attention had been 
called to the existence of the Paper Trust, Mr. Seitz sub- 
mitted this copy of a letter from E. Rosewater, of Omaha, 
which Mr. Rosewater left with the President: 

“With the view to checking the rapacity of the Paper 
Trust and restoring competition among manufacturers, I 
would suggest (1) that the Department of Commerce in- 
stitute an inquiry into the manufacture of paper and the 
relations that subsist between mill owners and corporations 
that control the output of the mills; (2) should the exist- 
ence of a combination in restraint of trade and for the 
control of the paper market be established, proceedings to 
be instituted by the Department of Commerce for the dis- 
solution of the trust corporations and the prosecution of 
its officers.” 

“How did the President receive it?” asked Mr. Little- 
field. 

“Well, I can’t say he was very sympathetic,” Mr. Seitz 
answered. 


New Owners of Chicago Journal. 

Cuicaco, April 4, 1904.—The Chicago Journal has been 
purchased by John C. Eastman, who has been business man- 
ager of Hearst’s American since its inauguration. Formal 
transfer was made today by George G. Booth, of Detroit, 
and Ralph H. Booth, of Chicago. The sale of the prop- 
erty was arranged by Charles M. Palmer. E. W. Harden, 
one of the owners of the New York Commercial, and for 
many years connected with the press of Chicago, is asso- 
ciated with Mr. Eastman in the ownership and manage- 
ment of the paper. 
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A Rattletrap Cutter—A Particularly Troublesome Stack 
of Recls—The Cutter Girls—Old Jane 
and Her Pecullarities. , 

Another part of the machine which occasioned me a great 
amount of trouble was the old rattletrap of a cutter and 
the stack of twenty reels. I suppose that if there is any one 
thing on earth which has caused the soul of mortal man to 
be transferred from this bright and smiling earthly sphere 
to the deepest pit of fire and brimstone it is the reel stack 
on tissue machines. 

No matter how much care is taken while rewinding from 
the revolving to the stationary reels there are always two 
or three which will wrinkle, do whatever one may. About 
all that can be done is to hold a board on them and live in 
hope that the wrinkles will not be such as to spoil the 
paper. So it was here; if I loosened a bolt and moved one 
end of a reel so that the sheet would draw evenly, just as 
soon as I tried to rewind another reel from it that one 
would wrinkle worse than the one before it. Such a thing 
as leveling them all up was out of the question because of 
worn shafts, warped reel slats, broken boxes and number- 
less other things. We adjusted them to a general average 
and trusted to luck, aided by a weighted board. Then, 
when we commenced to cut them off there arose another 
difficulty. They were adjusted to agree as well as possible 
with the revolving reel stand, but by no means were they 
also in line to cut off to the best advantage. On the con- 
trary, each and every one of those twenty reels would draw 
in a different direction, and the worst of it was that we 
could not afford to readjust them to the cutter, for if we 
did we would have to adjust them all over again for the 
revolving reels, when we had occasion to rewind again. In 
this case we were obliged to loosen the frictions to the 
least possible tension and then if a sheet snapped off, why, 
put it back in again. 

To make the matter more provoking the cutter was of

the old style stop type instead of having a continuous feed. 
That is, the knife was driven at a given speed, but the 
feed rolls, drum, slitters, &c., stopped at each revolution 
while the sheet was being cut off. This, of course, would 
cause the reels to stop and start every time the cutter did, 
unless there was some provision made to keep them in 
motion. When I went to the mill a common dance roll 
was in use which gave very little satisfaction because the 
limited movement was not sufficient to keep the reels always 
in motion; so that sometimes a sudden jerk would break 
out a dozen or more, thus wasting paper. To get around 
this difficulty a swinging roll was put in which did very 
well, On the arms which supported the slitter shaft were 
bolted two pieces of oak 244x144 inches by 2 feet long, the 
holes through which the fastening bolts were passed being 
of sufficient size to allow the pieces to swing easily. At 
the lower end of these pieces were bored two more holes, 
through which were passed the journals of a heavy wooden 
roll, and near these journals were fastened two old press 
weights, one on each of the pieces. The scheme was that 
instead of the short travel of the dance roll we secured 
the whole length of the 2 feet radius while the sheet 
was being measured off, and the heft of the roll aided by 
the weights kept the reels moving when the feed rolls 
stopped. As I said before, it worked quite well, but at 
the same time it nearly telescoped me once. I was down 
under the cutter tearing the shavings from the slitter shaft, 
around which they were wound to the thickness of a 
couple of inches and was working away with my back to- 
ward the swing roll, when the cutter girl accidentally 
started the cutter. Upward started the roll, then down- 
ward it came, striking me squarely below the small of the 
back, nearly driving it up between my shoulder blades and 
knocking me in a heap under the cutter table. Whenever 
I got down under the cutter afterward I was very careful 
to face the other way so as to be able to watch that roll 
and dodge back out of the way if it should get started. 

At the time of which I write nearly all pattern paper 
was cut 50x60 inches, so that one day when we received 
an order for some 50xI20 inches we were at our wits’ 
end, as the old windmill of a cutter would only cut a sheet 
about 70 inches long. The-owners were loath to disap- 
point an old customer, and could not afford a new cutter, 
so that it was a case of arranging the old one to perform 
the work. After considerable study the superintendent con- 
.cluded to adopt a plan somewhat as follows: The cutter 


was taken apart, the bed plate for the stationary knife car- 
ried to the machine shop and a couple of slots about 1 inch 
square were planed on the ends as shown at A. On the 
frame of the cutter at a place which would bring the knife 
in its proper position were bolted two pieces of steel I 
inch square in such a manner that the bed plate and sta- 
tionary knife were free to slide backward and forward. 
Two places were also cut out in the ends of the bed plate 
large enough to allow clearance for the two cams C, one 
on each side, which were securely fastened to a 1% inch 
steel rod B passing entirely across the cutter, journaled at 
each end and having. on the back side a keyway for the 
gear H. The cams C were of such a size and shape 
that when the flattened portions were in contact with the 
bed plate it would be*in the extreme forward position; but 
when the rounded paris were in contact it would be pushed 
backward so far that the revolving knife D would be 
enabled to pass by without striking. By having a gear on 
the shaft of the revolving knife of one-half the diameter 
of the one on the cam shaft a sheet would be cut off at 
every two revolutions. Two stiff springs E were placed 
behind the bed plate, thus insuring its being always in the 
forward position when the flat part of the cams came 
around. G is the driving pulley and J is the intermediate 
gear which makes the cam shaft rotate in the same direc- 
tion as the driving pulley, thus obliging the top of the cam 
to come in contact with the bed plate as near as possible 
on a line with the ways upon which it slides, thereby over- 
coming any tendency to cramp and create friction. Setting 
the cutter for 60 inches, two revolutions gave a sheet 120 
inches long. Considering the circumstances I regarded 
this as quite an ingenious scheme, and were it not for the 
cutter being so rickety and out of repair it would have 
given excellent results. . 

One incident which happened near this cutter is worth 
repeating, as it shows that deep within even the worst of 
human creatures dwells a divine something that redeems 
them from absolute depravity. 

Among our cutter “girls” was one great strapping 
woman of thirty or more years. Short of temper, long of 

tongue and cranky of disposition, she would 
swear like a pirate when angry, and as she 
was often the worse for liquor and quarrel- 
some when in that state, she was a terror 
to all hands. Her only redeeming feature 
was her ability and willingness, either 
drunk or sober, to do as much work as 
any two*of thé other girls, and for that 
reason she was sure of work as long as 
she wished. “Old Jane” had one pet aver- 
sion, the backtender on my tour, and she 
certainly did make life a burden to that 
poor boy with her tongue, and with blows also if she 
could come within reach of him when he sauced her. 

Personally I never had any serious trouble with her, as 
I found that with a little judicious flattery and consider- 
able forbearance I could get along quite well. One scald- 
ing hot day in summer, while the room was like an oven, 
and while Jane was seated at the cutter and the other 
girls were at the finishing bench counting, the shavings 
caught and wound around the slitter shaft. Jane stopped 
the cutter and called to Billy, the backtender, who at 
once ran around to the back side to pull them down, but 
in stepping over the belt a set screw caught the leg of 
his overalls and commenced to wind him around the shaft. 
He gave a shout, grasped a hanger just above his head, 
and hung on for dear life. It being so hot in the room 
all he had on was a thin and extremely short gauze 
shirt, a pair of old overalls and shoes. The buttons 
on the overalls gave way at the first tug, and the set 
screw, slow!y winding the latter about the shaft, soon left 
him practically as naked as when he was born. 

The girls at the bench screamed and ran over to the 
farthest corner, where they huddled with their hands over 
their eyes. I was down near the wet end, but realizing 
that. something serious was transpiring started on a run 
for the cutter. I would have been too late to have saved 
Billy from broken bones, but Jane was not. When he 
gave his first yell she took in the whole situation at a 
glance, and lifting her skirts high and wrapping them 
tightly about her she stepped boldly among the rapidly 
moving belts and shafting, seized the belt which ran the 
cutter and, although she lacerated her hand quite severely 
on a belt hook, managed to throw the belt off the pulley 
just as Billy’s hold gave way, and he fell to the floor 
with a force that nearly knocked the breath out of him. 
Then drawing a pair of scissors from her pocket she com- 
menced cutting him loose from the shaft; after which 
she went to the faucet, washed the blood off her hand and 
bound up her injured fingers as unconcernedly as though 
it were an everyday occurrence. Billy was more fright- 
ened than seriously injured, and another pair of overalls 
put him in shape again. When he tried to thank Jane for 
her timely aid, she only told him to “Get out of my way 
and don’t be bothering me or you'll get a crack that will 
make your ear sing.” But when one of the girls said: “I 
should think you would have been ashamed to have gone 
around there when he had only a shirt on, and not very 
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much of that,” Jane answered: “My God! I never saw 
such a lot of Miss Nancys! Did you suppose I would 


, let the poor boy get killed just because he didn’t happen 


to have any clothes on? You have all got necks, arms and 
bodies—yes, and legs, too, if it comes to that!” 

There is an unwritten law among machine tenders which 
forbids leaving the room at the end of the tour until the 
other man comes in, and be it to their credit when I say 
that I have known of only one case where a point was 
not made to be there enough beforehand to secure all 
necessary information before the time had arrived for the 
relieved man to go out. That one case was my mate on 
this machine; a great, jolly, good humored Irishman, who 
always went by the name of “Paddy Whack.” I never 
knew his real name, as no one ever thought of calling him 
anything else. He had been in the employ of this com- 
pany ten years and more. The reason of his long service 
was not so much because of his extraordinary ability as a 
paper maker as it was his willingness to stay and work 
for small wages, for he was either too slothful or did 
not possess sufficient faith in his own ability to secure 
another position. He always worked the “‘get up” tour ; 
that is, he was supposed to come on duty at midnight and 
work until noon the next day. This arrangement suited 
us both, as I could better sit up until midnight than get 
up at that unearthly hour. I say that Paddy was sup- 
posed to get up at midnight, but the supposition was much 
the easiest part of the whole performance. 

At 11:30 the beaterman wouid start out and call the men 
on the other shifts. Generally 12 o’clock would come, but 
no Paddy. About 12:30 the backtender would go out and 
call him again. Sometimes Paddy would come at the sec- 
ond call, but more often a third was necessary. Nearly 
every night it was 2 o'clock before I reached home and 
once or twice I ran the machine until 3, while he was 
sleeping. I could have evened up by not coming in on my 
own tour until I had twelve full hours off, but as that 
would lay me open to censure from the superintendent I 
did not care to adopt that plan, hoping against hope that 
each night would be the last one of waiting. Forbearance 
ceased to be a virtue at last, so one day when I came in 
I called Paddy to one side and said: “Look here! This 
thing is very nearly played out. I have been working 
from one to two and one-half hours of your tour every 
night since I have been here and am completely disgusted 
with your tardines8. Now, if you are not in here on time 
tonight I’m going to shut the machine down and go home 
and you may-get up when you get good and ready, for all 
I care.” Paddy grinned expansively as he replied: “Ah, 
now, don’t be gittin’ rash. Sure the old man’d be after 
firin’ ye as quick as he cud git his breath back, av ye shud 
do such a thing as that, an’ besides, I’m never more than 
tin or mebby fifteen minutes late anyway.” 

“All right, Paddy,” said I, “if you don’t get up tonight 
you will have a chance to see who gets the worst of the 
deal.” 

Midnight came, but Paddy didn’t. I did not intend to 
go to extremes unless I was obliged to, so I sent the back- 
tender to call him once more. Paddy did not come in, so 
I shut the machine down and went home to bed. 

The rest is best told in the backtender’s own words: 
“Well, you see, I knew it would never do for me to lay 
down in the broken box and go to sleep, ’cause if I did the 
old man would be in my hair in the morning, and I 
wouldn't go and call Paddy again to save his soul; so I 
thought the best thing I could do was to go up and snake 
the old man out of bed and tell him how things stood and 
get square with Paddy for that kick he passed me the other 
day. So up I goes and raps on the window. Pretty soon 
the old man pokes his head out and says, ‘Wha’ jer want ?” 
jest as pleasant as a bear with a sore paw. I told him 
how it was, and you bet your life I didn’t spare Paddy any, 
either. My, oh, my! you jest ought to heard him cuss. He 
did jest rip Paddy up scandalous, and you wasn’t left out 
in the cold, either, for going home as you did; but Paddy 
come in for the most, all the time he was putting his 
clothes on. ‘Come on,’ says he, ‘let's see if I can’t get him 
up. Over we went, and he gave two or three thumps 
hard enough to break in the sash, and says he: ‘What ‘n 
‘ell you doing in that bed? Why ain’t you up running 
machine instead of snoring there like a hippopotamus ? 
D’ye ’spose D—— wants to run twenty-four hours on a 
stretch and you get paid for it? You pile out of that and 
get that machine started or I'll make it mighty interesting 
for you when you do get there.’ Honestly, I don’t believe 
Paddy ever got up so quick in his life. He let out one 
yell of ‘Yis, sor,’ and piled out so sudden that his head 
struck the ceiling above, and it wasn’t half a minute before 
he had his pants, shoes and coat on, and, buttoning his 
clothes as he run, was pegging it for the mill as if the 
devil and all his imps were behind him.” 

Said the superintendent to me next day: “Young man, 
don’t you ever do that trick again. If Paddy don’t get 
up, you just call me and I'll see that he gets here.” 

“For the love of hiven, bhoy,” said Paddy as soon as he 
found an opportunity, “how did ye dare to do it? Sure, 
he’d have fired me in a holy minute if I done that same.”

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The Rossed Wood Case. 
The United States Board of General

country is not subject to duty. This decision is final, u 
to date, and it has not yet been announced whether the 
Government will carry the case to the United States 
Courts on appeal. 

The Government contended that rossed pulp wood should 
be subject to a duty, arguing that the rossing of the wood 
was in fact a manufacturing process. ‘This contention, 
however, was held to be not well founded, for the reason 
that when the rossing was complete the log treated was 
yet pulp wood. There was no claim that peeled wood 
should pay a duty, on the ground that the peeling was 
and the board held 


“rossing does not rise to the dignity of any sort of man- 


one process of manufacture, that 
ufacture.” 

The decision would seem to be well founded in tariff 
law, and those pulp makers who are importing their wood 
from Canada have special cause to feel elated over their 
victory. Those who are cutting their wood here may, 
however, not be quite as enthusiastic on the subject. 

The consumers of wood in the paper and pulp industry 
are somewhat sensitive at present as to anything that is 
likely to increase the cost of that article. Normal prices 
are high and are getting higher each*year simply by the 
natural conditions surrounding the industry. The haul 
each year is longer and consequently more expensive, 
wages are steadily climbing, or where they are stationary 
the lumbermen can find more remunerative work in get- 
ting out wood for other industries, so that one of the main 
anxieties of the pulp maker today is as to the price he will 
Unlike 


the markets for pulp and paper, the market for pulp wood 


shortly be compelled to pay for his raw material. 
has little in the way of ups and downs. The fluctuations 
are mainly up to a higher level, and the “downs” are so 
With all 


these facts staring him in the face it is little wonder that 


infrequent as to be scarcely in evidence at all.

The White Mountain Plant. 


Taking the cue and their information from the story 
published in last week’s Paper Trape JourNAL, the daily 
papers told much about what was to be done with the 
White Mountain plant at Portsmouth, N. H., closing their 
narratives with statements that there was nothing in the 
reorganization scheme, and that nothing would come of 
it because of legal obstacles in the way. Notwithstanding 
this, the story as told in THe Paper Trave JourNnat is 
correct, and very shortly there will be organized two com- 
panies, one to care for the wood and pulp end of the 
project and the other to manufacture paper. In due time 
further details as to the new companies will be made pub- 
lic, and as soon as these details have been worked out 
news of them will be found in these columns, as is all 
other news of the trade. 

The indications are that this plant will in time furnish 
output for the market, and on this point it is noteworthy 
that a considerable amount of new work is laid out. 
Many mills now in operation are being enlarged, and a 
number of them are adding new paper machines. There 
are also entirely new plants planned, some by already 
existing companies and others by new concerns. These 


are all evidences of faith in the business situation, and 


this, too, notwithstanding the fact that some people are 
busying themselves in predicting all sorts of commercial 
calamities. These latter people are in the very small mi- 
nority, and evidently their influence is very small.

The importance of the pulp and paper industry of Fin- 
land has induced several representative manufacturers, 
among whom Gésta Serlachius, Georg Holm and Albert 
Snellman are taking a prominent part, to consider some 
plan whereby increased facilities will be afforded members 
of the trades in obtaining technical knowledge. The object 
is to improve the education of the foremen and workmen, 
as at present there is no technical school and no trade lit- 
erature in the Finnish language. An association is sug- 
gested for the discussion of technical and commercial 
questions relating to the industry; also to interest:itself in 
pension funds, to establish technical classes for the work- 
men, and to publish trade literature,, &c.

wood, and are represented by one or more samples, in- 
troduced in evidence at the hearing held by the board, 
which are hereafter more particularly described. They 
were described by the collector as “rossed pulp wood,” 
and were assessed for duty at 20 per cent. ad valorem 
under said paragraph 200 as being “like blocks or sticks, 
rough hewn,” there enumerated. 

The importers claim that the merchandise is a species 
of pulp wood, and is free of duty, on the ground that it is 
nowhere more specifically provided for in the tariff act 
than in said paragraph 699. 

The testimony of numerous witnesses has been taken

dispute, and much more having a very remote bearing 
on the questions for decision. 

It is satisfactorily shown that two kinds of wood, chiefly, 
are known as pulp woods, namely spruce and poplar. The 
wood covered by these protests is a spruce wood, known, 
as we have said, as “rossed pulp wood.” It is in the 
form of sticks or logs, about 10 inches in diameter, and 
cut into lengths of 2 feet and 2% feet. It has been sub- 
jected to what is known as the rossing process, by having 
the bark, skin and rough places of the logs taken off by a 
rossing machine, consisting of knives driven by mechanical 
power. Pulp wood, of similar length, has sometimes been 
imported heretofore with the bark on, and in its natural 
condition as cut from the Canadian forests; and also 
“hand peeled,” that is, with the bark peeled off with a 
hand twol called a “spudder.”” There be no 
serious controversy as to the fact that the pulp wood of 
the two last named varieties is free of duty, and has al- 
ways been properly classified in customs practice as “pulp 
wood.” It is also proved beyond controversy that these 
so called logs are chiefly, if not solely, used to make wood 
pulp, and are suitable for that purpose. 

It is contended, however, by the counsel for the Govern- 
ment that the articles in question are subject to a different 
classification, and in any event cannot be considered as 
pulp wood within the meaning of the term “pulp woods,” 
as used in said paragraph 699, on which the importers base 
their claim. It is first claimed by the Government that the 
pieces of wood are neither “logs” nor 
tured timber,” and not being such cannot fall within the 
descriptive term “pulp woods,” enunierated in said para- 
graph 699. Presumptively, these words are in their 
ordinary or popular meaning, as indicated by the following 
definitions :

standard Dictionary—“Log. A bulky piece of timber cut 
down and cleared of branches, especially a cut of tim- 
ber of any size or length suitable for sawing into tim- 
ber.” 

Century Dictionary—“Log. A bulky piece or stick of un- 
hewn timber; a length of wood as cut from the trunk 
or a large limb of a tree; specifically an unsplit stick 
of timber with butted ends ready for sawing.” 

Standard Dictionary—‘*Timber. Wood of suitable 
and quality for building allied 
squared, sawed or otherwise prepared for use, espe- 
cially the larger forms of lumber adapted for beams, 
scantling, &c.” 

There is no satisfactory evidence of any commercial or 


size 


and purposes, cut, 


technical meaning being attached to these terms, which, 
to be effective in controlling classification for tariff pur- 
poses, is required to be definite, uniform and general, and 
not partial, local or personal. Maddox v. Magone, 152 U. S., 
368, 14 Sup. Ct. Rep., 588; Sonn v. Magone, 159 U. S., 
417, 16 Sup. Ct. Rep., 67. In our opinion the articles are 
short logs of spruce wood, unhewn and unsplit, having. 
as we have said, the bark and rough outer portion re- 
moved by machinery known as a rossing process and such 
bulky pieces of spruce wood are as well known under the 
name of pulp wood as are poplar woods, which have long 
been specifically recognized as papery stock in previous 
tariff acts. It is noticeable that while the words “round 
timber” are qualified by the word “unmanufactured” in 
said paragraph 699, the word “log” has no such qualify- 
ing term. Hence the said paragraph would include all 
kinds of “logs” so long as they are not more specifically 
provided for elsewhere in said tariff act. But. irrespective 
of this view, “pulp woods” are specifically enumerated in 
said paragraph, and these articles are unquestionably a 
species of pulp wood, being known as “rossed pulp wood” 
and shown to be exclusively used for making wood pulp. 

It is argued further that the phrase “including pulp 
woods” in said paragraph 699 must be construed so as to 
be restricted only to such pulp woods as are in the form 
of “logs” and none other, and that the rossing process 
has converted the merchandise into something beside logs. 
Even were this assumption of fact true, which we think is 
unsupported either by an inspection of the sample or by 
the other evidence in the case, the conclusion contended 
for would not follow. A similar contention was made in 


the case of Hiller y. U. S., 106 Fed, Rep., 73; 45 C. C. 


A., 229, where certain cotton braids, intended to be manu- 
factured into shoe laces, had been classified by the col- 
lector under paragraph 339 of the tariff act of 1897, which 
enumerated “embroideries and all trimmings, including 
braids.” The evidence showed that the articles were not 
trimmings, and the they could not 
therefore be classified under said paragraph, although they 
were braids, but that they were dutiable as manufactures 
of cotton under paragraph 322 of said act. Shipman, J., 
speaking for a majority of the Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the second circuit, used this language: 


importers claimed 


The construction which the defendants give to the lan- 
guage of paragraph 339 1s, “all trimmings, including braids 
used for that purpose. The Government understands the 
clause to mean “all trimmings, among which are included 
braids, edgings,” &c., and that the word “including” is 
used not by way of specification, but by way of addition. 
It would be somewhat difficult to infer the legislative in- 
tention from the language of the paragraph without refer- 
ence to the history of this part of the cotton schedule, 
because in the tariff acts the word “including” is sometimes 
used merely to specify particularly that which belongs to 
genus, and is sometimes used to add to the general class a 
species which does not naturally belong to it. 

The court, sustaining the Government’s contention, held 
accordingly that the word “including” was to be construed 
not merely by way of specification, but by way of addi- 
There is nothing in the history of tariff legislation 
relating to pulp woods which in our judgment would pre- 
vent the application of the principle settled in the Hiller 
case to the case at bar. We are of the opinion that the 
words “including pulp woods” were intended to include 
pulp woods of all kinds, without restriction, and that such 
woods are more specially provided for in said paragraph 
609 than elsewhere in said act. 

We need but notice one other contention. It was in- 
sisted at the hearing that the words “pulp wood” com- 
mercially include only such woods

as have not had the 
bark removed. The evidence fails entirely to sustain this 
view, and the contrary conclusion is overwhelmingly sup- 
ported by the testimony. 

These views require us to sustain the protests claiming 
free entry for the articles under said paragraph 699.

something else than pulp wood. Taking the _ bark 
rough outer portion off cannot be construed to rise to the 
dignity of any sort of manufacture. WHartranft v. Weig 
mann, 121 U. S., 615; U. S. v. Dudley, 174 U. S. 670, 19 
Sup, Ct. Rep., 801; U. S. v. Potts, 5 Cranch, 284; U. S. 
v. Wilson, 28 Fed. Cases, 724; King v. U. S., 14 Fed. 
Cases, 551.

The Baker and Shevlin Wood Pulp Grinder—Toilet Paper 
Holder—Machinery for Making 
Paper Bags. ° 








James H. Baker, George F. Shevlin and Frederick H. 
Baker, of Saratoga Springs, N. Y., assignors to the Baker 
& Shevlin Company, of Saratoga Springs, N. Y., have been 
granted patent No. 755,989 on a wood pulp grinder. 

This invention is designed as an improvement upon the 
device shown and described in letters patent No. 614,316, 
granted to same inventors November 15, 1898, and 
relates to a device for grinding and refining the re- 
siduum from ground wood, sulphite and soda pulp, with 
the object of utilizing what heretofore has usually been 
waste materials or screenings. In the present improve- 
ment there are employed grinding stones horizontally 
placed, the one fixed and stationary and the other adapted 
to revolve at a high speed. The inner adjacent corners of 
the stones are beveled or cut away, and the opposite faces 
are provided with tapering channels to receive the entering 
stock and convey the same between the roughened grinding 
faces of the stones. 

Fig. 1 is a vertical section representing the machine em- 
bodying the improvements. Fig. 2 is a plan of the lower 
stone and the platform structure carrying the same. Fig. 
3 is a sectional plan at x + of Fig. 1. Fig. 4 is a sectional 
plan at yy of Fig. 1, and Fig. 5 is a plan of the worm or 
device in the centre of the stones for pulling down the en- 
tering materials and forcing the same outward. 

The cast base a is preferably provided with a securing 
flange, and leg supports b b’ are secured thereto, and at their 


yy 
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groove, so that the two are caused to turn together, the 
power being communicated for the rotation of the shaft by 
the pulley g’ and sleeve 5. There is provided a circular 
platform k, having a rising edge or peripheral flange and 
spaced apart internal ribs, and a hub 6 is made integral 
with this circular platform and has a tapering aperture. 
This circular platform is provided with beater wings k’ on 
the under side, which are preferably formed integral there- 
with. These wings are curved in plan, Fig. 2, and are 
preferably tapering, with semicircular ends, as shown in 
Fig. 1, and the office of these beater wings is to move the 
stock that is being treated after it passes out of the stones 
into the annular trough c’ and progressively toward the 
discharge throat. The revoluble stone /] is received upon 
the platform k and is secured thereto in any desired or 
well known manner. 

The shaft A is provided with a tapering enlargement 7 
and a shoulder, and the hub 6 of said platform fits upon the 
taper enlargement, rests upon the shoulder, and is prefer- 
ably connected to the taper enlargement by a spline and 
slot. The shaft h ahove the taper enlargement 7 is thread- 
ed, the threads terminating at the taper enlargement, and 
upon this threaded portion is a nut 8, the office of which 
is to force the hub 6 of the platform down upon the taper 
enlargement to the shoulder and connect the parts securely. 
The stationary stone i and the revoluble stone | have their 
inner adjacent corners i and Tl cut away, and 
the juxtaposed faces of both the stones are pro- 
vided with curved tapering channels f# and FP, 
and the flat juxtaposed surfaces are suitably roughened. 
Within and between the stones there is thus created quite 
an area or receptacle for the entering stock or residuum 
from the ground wood, sulphite or soda pulp, and there

upper ends a hopper ¢ of cast metal and of circular form is 
connected to these leg supports. The base of the hopper 
is made as a curved annular trough c’, inclined at both 
sides from a given point to an opposite discharge aperture, 
and the same is formed with parts adapted to set upon and 
be connected to the leg supports; d is a discharge throat 
extending downward from and connected to the discharge 
aperture of the hopper. The hopper is provided with a 
top or cover é, preferably of cast metal, with an open cen- 
tre and with ribs upon the under side, and to the under 
side of the cover the upper or stationary stone i is con- 
nected and made fast in any desired or well known manner. 
The cover and the stone are each made with an open cen- 
tre, which open centres are of substantially the same diam- 
eter. 

The devices providing an entrance for the residuum from 
ground wood, sulphite, or soda pulp comprise a casting in 
which there is an inclined throat f, a circular base /’, fitting 
within the open centres of the cover and_ stationary 
stone, and a dishing or concave top, the casting having an 
aperture providing a hand hole approximately opposite to 
the inclined throat and closed with a removable cover /*. 
There are adjusting screws 2 passing through this top /* at 
opposite sides, and a ring or annulus g, concentric with 
the top f and which is supported and centred by the 
screws 2. Through the annulus or ring g there are other 
adjusting screws, 3, at opposite points and intermediate of 
the screws 2, which pass through the ring or annulus g 
and take bearings in the sleeve 4 to support it and to hold 
the sleeve in the axial centre of the machine. 

A pulley g’ is provided with a pulley sleeve 5, and this 
sleeve 5 is within the bearing sleeve 4 and surrounds the 
shaft h, being connected to the shaft A by a spline and 


is employed a concave worm m, surrounding the shaft A 
and connected to the shaft by a bolt 9, which prevents dis- 
placenfent. The base of this conical worm is hollow and 
fits over the nut 8 and the adjacent threaded portion of 
the shaft and rests upon the surface of the stone in the 
central recess, and the surface of said worm m is provided 
with blades m’, that are spirally arranged upon the conical 
surface of the worm, the function of said blades being to 
both draw down the residue stock into the machine and to 
force the same outward into the cut away portions and 
channels of the stones. 

The annular trough of the hopper is provided with a ring 
centre c*, and a hollow sleeve m is securely connected there- 
to. The lower end of the shaft A carries a steel step 10, 
and this in turn rests upon the pair of steel disks 11, which 
are perforated, and the steel disks in turn rest upon a steel 
plate 12, that is preferably both grooved and perforated. 
Around the lower end of the shaft and the steel step, as 
well as the disks, there is a bronze bushing 13, perforated, 
and there are also a bottom step block o and a step sleeve 
o’, connected to the periphery of the step block, the step 
block being made with a screw stem o*, which extends 
downward into a central aperture in the base a. 

There is a circular apertured plate r, secured to the cen- 
tre of the cast base a, and a sleeve s, tlanged and interiorly 
threaded, occupies a position in the recessed centre of the 
base, and the flange thereof comes between the plate r and 
the surface of said base, the said sleeve being free to rotate, 
but being fixed with regard to an upward, downward or 
A hand wheel ¢ is fast upon the per- 
iphery of the sleeve s at its upper end, and there is a clamp 
u, adapted at one end to be connected to the hand wheel ¢ 
and its other end to the leg support b. 


lateral movement. 


In the operation of the structure the step sleeve 0” and 
the hollow sleeve n bear a fixed relation to one another— 
that is to say, it is preferable to provide a slot and spline 
connecting the two, so as to prevent the rotation of one 
with reference to the other, but yet to make a vertical 
movement of the one with reference to the other possible, 
in view of which the step block o and the screw stem o* are 
adapted to rise and fall, but not to turn. The turning 
movement is produced by the hand wheel ¢ and the sleeve 
s, which are connected rotatably together, the sleeve being 
interiorly threaded to match the exterior thread of the 
screw stem o*, so that when the hand wheel ¢ is rotated 
and the sleeve s with it a rising or falling movement is 
imparted to the screw stem, step block, the step sleeve and 
step, the shaft A, the platform k, and the revoluble stone 
l, so as to bring the juxtaposed surfaces of the respective 
stones nearer together or farther apart.

Paper Making at Fulton. 

Futton, N. Y., March 22, 1904.—The reported general 
dullness in trade has not appreciably affected the paper 
mills of this vicinity. All are running steadily and on full 
time. 

The severe and prolonged winter weather, with its ac- 
companying heavy snow falls, has seriously interfered 
with the railroads’ freight business, and the paper manu- 
facturers have suffered therefrom to some extent. It has 
been very difficult to get sufficient coal for the mills, and 
even at the present time coal is not moving freely. Enough 
has been received here to keep the mills going, though 
some of them have been running from hand to mouth with 
but one or two days’ supply ahead. 

The Volney Paper Company held its annual meeting 
March 18. G. G. Chauncey was elected secretary of the 
company, and the other officers and directors were re- 
elected. The company now has its new mill running 
steadily on felt papers and heavy specialties, and is gaining 
steadily in daily production. 

The Oswego Falls plant of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company is running both machines. Superintendent 
J. H. Hollingsworth reports daily runs of news of 30 to 
34 tons, and the cylinder machine is turning out a large 
product. 

F. G. Weeks and F. G. Weeks, Jr., were in Fulton re- 
cently. 

The Battle Island Paper Company installed a new feed 
water heater a few days ago. The company reports that 
the sulphite pulp business is in a healthy condition. 

The paper mills at Phoenix have been bothered with 
high water considerably this winter, and their output has 
been somewhat curtailed by the loss of power thereby. 
Owing to the extreme cold, the ice in the river is of un- 
usual thickness, and the flow of water is obstructed, and 
the water rises below their dam, cutting down the work- 
ing head. The Pheenix mills, however, are usually com- 
pensated for loss of power in the winter season in enjoy- 
ing freedom from the ills of low water in the summer time 

The Kenyon Paper Company at Baldwinsville has been 
progressing in its work of rebuilding its plant, and expects 
to be making paper in about three weeks. 

The Dilts Machine Works are running full time on or- 
ders for pulp grinders and beating engines. Their latest 
improved beating engine is favorably commented on by all 
who see it, and is giving the highest satisfaction wherever 
used. It has several important new features, and is of 
strong and up to date construction. 

Last week bids were opened for the construction of a 
tailrace on” the west side of the river near the lower 
bridge. The present raceway from the mills on the west 
side is not adequate, and the plan is to deepen and widen 
the old one. The tailrace is now about 5 feet deep and 
40 feet wide at its narrowest point. The new raceway 
when completed will be 10 feet deep and 100 feet wide in 
its narrowest part. This will mean an increase of head, 
and consequently an increase of power. The increase of 
water power is estimated at about 15 per cent. 

The Fulton Paper Company has taken the initiative in 
the matter, and the Eureka Paper Company, Granby Paper 
Company and Foster Brothers Company, all of whom use 
the present tailrace, will co-operate in the construction of 
the new. 

The bids were as follows: Kelly Brothers, $6,143; Dwyer 
& Connors, $6,158; M. Sullivan, $5,476; John Henrick, 
$9,044; Crabtree & Webb, $9,268; Foster & Allen, $4,982. 
The contract was awarded to Foster & Allen, of this city. 
Work will begin at once. B. 


The prospects of the German paper trade are considered 
very encouraging. Many of the most important compa- 
nies show increased dividends on last year’s working, and 
private firms no doubt also had a satisfactory experience. 
Paper makers in many districts appear to be fully occu- 
pied, and prices have an upward tendency.

National News Board Company Issues Notice Requiring 
Cenverters to Abstain from Using Board 
That Infringes McEwan Patent. 








The latest phase of the renewed campaign against in- 
fringers of the McEwan patent for making news board is a 
legal notice being sent out this week from the offices of the 
National News Board Company, 11 Broadway, New York, 
to paper box makers all over the country calling attention 
to the report that board made in violation of the patent is 
being used in the trade. Recipients of the notice are 
“required” to abstain from using such infringing board and 
if they do not so abstain suit will be brought against them. 
The box makers are also requested to give the names of the 
manufacturers who supply them with board if they think 
that the board which they buy is made under the Mc- 
Ewan patent. The following is a copy of the letter: 

New Yor«, March 30. 1904. 


GENTLEMEN—We are directed by the National News 
Board Company to call your attention to the McEwan 
patent No. 492,927, dated March 7, 1893, of which said 
company is the owner. The McEwan patent has been sus- 
tained as absolutely valid in all respects in a number of 
suits brought against infringers, and a still larger number 
of infringers have admitted its validity and consented to 
decrees against them. 

It has been reported to us that board made in violation 
of said patent is being used by box makers and others. 
We are directed by the National News Board Company 
to require that you forthwith abstain from using in your 
business any board made in infringement of said patent, 
and to notify you that should you fail to heed this notice 
suit will be promptly brought against you. 

If you think that the board which you buy is made under 
the McEwan patent by the parties who supply it to you, 
you are requested to name the manufacturer.

Will There Be Another Board” Combination? 


The rumor was current in the New York trade this week 
that the United Box Board and Paper Company and the 
leading independent board mills were to be made the basis 
for another board combination. When asked about the 
reported plan to bring all the board mills together, the of- 
ficials of the United said that the proposed combination 
was all news to them. The selling agency plan, they said, 
was working very well for the present. While the Paper 
Products Company continues to do good work, they added, 
there is no need for. considering another board combination. 

Judging from the trend. of affairs in the board business, 
and the tendency of big, competing companies to combine. 
it is not considered unlikely that the time will come when 
all the board mills now selling through the Paper Prod- 
ucts Co. will be owned by one large corporation. How far 
away the combination of them all may be is of course a 


matter of speculation. In regard to the prospect it has 
been said that, if a selling scheme is good, a buying and 
selling scheme is still better, because money can be saved 
in both the buying of stock as well as the joint selling of 
the finished product. The chief stumbling block to any 
further combination in the board line is admitted to be the 
large capitalization of the United Box Board and Paper 
Company, and the difficulty of forming any large corpora- 
tion on the basis of actual value. The need of some 
stronger arrangement than the selling agency for the con- 
trol of the market may, however, in time force the board 
manufacturers to make another combination. A return to 
the old way of all the mills competing against each other 
is now considered as out of the question. So should the 
selling agency plan now being tried prove not to be the 
best possible plan for making a profit out of the board busi- 
ness, some other plan, possibly another combination such 
as is referred to above, may be tried. 


Dayton Will Abandon Coeper Hydraulic. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 4, 1904.—The city authorities on 
Monday night took action which will finally result in the 
abandonment of the Cooper Hydraulic, which extends from 
the Miami River through Riverdale into Dayton View, a 
distance of more than a mile. At one time this hydraulic 
was considered the most important waterway in Dayton, 
including the Miami and Erie Canal. It supplied, until 
very recently, the Dayton View shops of the Stilwell- 
Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company, as well as Simonds’ Knife 
Works and other industries. However, since the Stilwell- 
Bierce Company removed into its new plant, in North 
Dayton, where the several factories were concentrated, 
there has been less use for the waterway, and citizens be- 
gan a systematic effort to have the race abandoned. In 
1898 Riverdale was flooded because of the water which 
backed into the hydraulic from the Miami River, and today 
the hydraulic is bank full because of the spring freshet 
and threatens to again inundate a portion of Dayton. 
Previously, hundreds of families were driven from their 
homes because of the hydraulic’s overflow. It is intended 
to provide against such a condition again, and the city coun- 
cil has authorized the city to build a large levee at the 
headgates, thus shutting off the water from the river, pro- 
viding the company owning the hydraulic does not do it 
within a specified time: This accomplished, the board of 
health will proceed to declare the hydraulic a nuisance and 
it. will be abandoned. M. V. 


Consolidated Water Power Company. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App.Leton, Wis., April 4, 1904.—At the mill of the Con- 
solidated Water Power Company at Grand Rapids, Wis., 
which is expected to be ready to commence business about 
the 1st of May, following the modern practice, most of 
the machinery will be actuated by individual electric 


motors. The whole mill will take about 6,000 horse power. 
Four thousand horse power will be accounted for by the 
pulp mill. In the paper mill the beaters will take about 
800 horse power, and the remaining 1,200 horse power will 
be transmitted electrically and developed by nearly fifty 
separate motors at various points where machinery is lo- 
cated throughout the plant. 

The dam, which is over 1,700 feet long and said to be 
the largest structure of its kind in Wisconsin, is now com- 
pleted, working upon it having been begun last June and 
continued uninterruptedly during the cold weather, as well 
as the warm weather. It will provide 8,000 to 9,000 horse 
power, so that there will be a considerable surplus avail- 
able for other industries. Fox River.

Canal Protectors Celebrate. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 4, 1904.—Paper mill 
owners and business men in general met 
with the Commercial Club, of this city, 
the other night to jollify over the notable 
victory they won at Columbus in side 
tracking the so called iniquitous canal legis- 
lation. Inasmuch as the fight was started 
by the paper mill contingent, pushed along 
vigorously by the same body of. alert busi- 
ness men and finally won by the very same 
delegation of astute gentlemen, they natu- 
rally received the most congratulations. 
Modest acknowledgments were made, and 
advice given simultaneously that it would 
be well to keep a sharp eye for the “nigger 
in the woodpile.” The warning came none 
too soon, for it was announced two days 
later that a new bill would be introduced 
in the Legislature; that it was cleverly 
conceived and would be handled with such 
consummate skill that it might pass both 
branches of the Legislature in disguise as a 
great boon to the entire State of Ohio. 
The leasing of the entire canal from Cin- 
cinnati to Toledo is said to be contem- 
plated in the measure, also the lease of the 
canal banks to the highest bidder, the pro- 
ceeds of the lease to go to the common 
school fund, which is now in need of being 
bolstered up. It is proposed to place a 
minimum valuation on the canal and fix 
the rates which the leases must bring -cn 
this valuation. Then the State Board of 
Public Works will be authorized to lease 
the canal to any company which will pay 
to the State annually a sum representing 
5 per cent. upon the minimum valuation, 
which might be placed as low as $3,000,000.

PAPER.—A fairly seasonable movement of the various 
grades is reported this week. The demand, which is 
pretty good as far as the mills are concerned, is not as 
active in the jobbing trade as the dealers think it should 
be. Buying as a rule is on a conservative basis. Now 
that the industry is on a normal basis again, purchasers of 
paper are striving to secure lower prices. These conces- 
sions, the manufacturers say, will not be granted, as the 
high cost of manufacture will not admit of any reduction 
in prevailing quotations. This difference of opinion has 
affected the market adversely. Some manufacturers, in- 
stead of considering a reduction in their quotations, are 
trying to advance them. A positive move in this direction 
was made on Friday of last week by the International 
Paper Company when that company made a substantial 
advance on its Manila papers. Other companies will no 
doubt follow the lead of the International. News paper 
continues rather scarce and high. The asking price on 
News is still. 2¥%c. The supply of News is now larger 
than it has been during the month, as all the mills have 
plenty of power. In some sections the mills have been 
greatly troubled by high water and floods. Book papers 
are strong, not so much because of the current demand 
as because of the high cost of soda and sulphite pulps. All 
the prominent Book paper manufacturing companies re- 
port that they are full of business, and that the increasing 
cost of manufacture due to the scarcity of pulp wood, &c., 
prevents any decline in prices. Writings are steady, the 
demand for them being seasonable and in volume being 
up to the average for last month. Tissues continue scarce 
and high. Lithographic papers are at a standstill be- 
cause of the strike. Boards are not in as good demand 
as they should be at this season. The demand has been 


improving gradually for the past few weeks. It is still 

short of expectations, however. We quote:

German Paper Makers to Establish Trade Scheol. 


Some timeago the Society of German Paper Manufac- 
turers appointed a committee to study the problem of a 
technical school of paper making subsidized by the German 
manufacturers. Profs. Ernst Kirchner, of Chemnitz, and 
Dr. Paul Klemm, of Leipsic, have written a report recom- 
mending the establishment of sticH &n istitution. 

Now the society has named a sub-committee, which will 
be semt to Vienna and Manchester to study there the 
methods of the paper making schools. The sub-committee 
is composed of the following men: Mr. Erfurt, commer- 
cial counselor at Straupitz; Mr. Renker, of Diiren; Dr. 
Klemm, of Gautzsch, near Leipsic; Mr. Ditges, general 
secretary of the Society of Paper Manufacturers at Ber- 
lin. 

The report of this sub-committee will be read at the 
next meeting of the committee, and submitted to the con- 
gress of manufacturers to be held on June 18 at Ham- 
burg. 

It has also been decided to request a polytechnic school 
to establish a department for teaching the chemistry and 
physics of paper manufacture. 





Canadian Pulp Wood Topics. 

Orrawa, Canada, April 4, 1904.—Parties intending to 
run logs and other timber down the Magog River, Que- 
bec, have been notified by the town of Magog that they 
do so at their own risk, and that, contrary to their preten- 
sions, they would be held responsible for the bridges, 
dams, &¢, through which they pass. This was done on 
the advice of the town attorneys, who stated that the 
owners of the logs must protect bridges and dams them- 
selves. 

A proposal is now on foot to build a railway from To- 
ronto to Sudbury, on the main line of the Canadian 
Pacific. The lime when built will become a part of the 
Canadian Northern system, and it is said that that company 
will give running rights over it to the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad in return for the privilege of running its trains 
over the Canadian Pacific from Sudbury to Port Arthur, 
the Eastern terminus of the Western lines of the Cariadian 
Northern, The charter compels the line to run along 
the east side of Lake Simcoe so as to make it traverse a 
different country than the Grand Trunk, which runs along 
the west side. This means that the line will open up a 
new country, and one that is in need of a railway. There 
are extensive timber and pulp wood limits along. the 
northern part of the line which it will develop. Steady 
progress is being made with the Temiskaming and North- 
ern Railway, which it is expected will be opened to New 
Liskeard, on Lake Temiskaming, this fall. Besides pass- 
ing through pulp and timber limits, it touches an arm 
of Lake Temagami, which is the centre of the great On- 
tario Government timber reserve. It will be used largely 
in developing the timber resources of the province. i.

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BRITISH TRADE TOPICS. 


Conditions of Trade—Dividends by Various Concerns—The 
Centenary of John Dickinson & Co.—More Demand 
for Chemical Pulp But Mechanical Is Quiet. 








[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, March 24, 1904.—There has been some improve- 
ment in trade, and, according to the labor correspondents 
of the Board of Trade, employment in the paper trade re- 
mains fairly good, and in Scotland is rather better than a 
year ago. Branches of trade unions with 2,345 members 
had 2.9 per cent. unemployed at the end of February, as 
compared with 3.3 per cent. in January, and 2 per cent. in 
February, 1903. 

The directors of the United Alkali Company, Limited, 
in their report on the company’s operations for the year 
ending December 31, state that the balance sheet and profit 
and loss account on the working of the twelve months 
which ended on December 31 last show a net profit of 
£202,635; add amount brought forward from 1902, £80,289 
—total £282,925; less transfer to debenture redemption 
fund account, £15,000—£267,925. This sum the directors 
propose shall be apportioned as follows: Interim dividend 
on preference shares at 7s. per share, for six months to 
June 30, 1903, paid August 31, 1903, less income tax, £93,- 
527; final dividend on preference shares at 7s. per share, 
for six months to December 31, 1903, payable March 29, 
1904, less income tax, £94,351—£187,878; amount carried 
forward, £80,047. 

The directors of McMurray’s Royal Paper Mills, Lim- 
ited, have issued a circular to the shareholders in which 
they state that they anticipate the mill will be in working 
order about June. Some delay has been occasioned owing 
to the hesitation on the part of some of the shareholders 
to subscribe their portion of the issue of third debentures. 
Since the issue of the debentures mentioned (the full 
amount having been applied for and allotted) considerable 
progress has been made with the work of construction. 
The mill, it is stated, will be one of the best equipped and 
most up to date in this country. Every effort has been 
made to retain the clientele of the mill by supplying paper 
purchased from other makers, with the result that, during 
the twelve months ending December 31, 1903, a profit has 
been made which goes far to relieve the expenses of the 
mill. 

The paper manufacturing house of John Dickinson & 
Co. has just passed its business centenary, it having been 
founded by John Dickinson, a neighbor and rival of Henry 
Fourdinier, on February 25, 1804. For several years 
the business of the house was that of a manufacturing sta- 
tioner, but in 1807 started its paper making career. Dick- 
inson made improvements in the paper machine and also 
patented a paper cutter and a knotter. Mr. Dickinson re- 


tired from active business in 1859 and died in London ten 
years later, aged eighty-seven. 

The directors of Alexander Pirie & Sons, Limited, Aber- 
deen, report that for the year ended December 31 last the 
profit amounted to £32,105 11s. 8d. With the balance, 
£3,139 Os. 7d., brought forward from the previous year, less 
the half yearly dividend, £6,750, on the preference shares 
for half year ended June 30, paid October 5 last, the 
amount to be dealt with is £28,494 12s. 3d. This would 
admit of a dividend on the ordinary shares similar to that 
paid last year, but the directors recommend a smaller dis- 
tribution, when £10,000 of the temporary loans from the 
Union Bank of Scotland (Limited) could be paid off, and 
the general reserve fund increased to £50,000. Should this 
recommendation be adopted, the amount at credit of profit 
and loss would be disposed of as follows: By payment, on 
April 5 next, of a dividend at the rate of 4% per cent. per 
annum on the preference shares for the half year ended 
December 31, 1903, £6,750; by payment, on April 5 next, of 
a dividend at the rate of 114 per cent. per annum on the 
ordinary shares, £4,500; by placing to general reserve fund, 
which will then amount to £50,000, £15,000; by leaving a 
balance to be carried forward of £2,244 12s. 3d—total, 
£28,494 12s. 3d 

There is a better inquiry for chemical pulp, but makers 
are not inclined to accept offers, believing that there will 
be higher prices. The market for mechanical pulp is firm, 
but buyers do not respond favorably to the advanced prices.

Benjamin Spaulding Asks for Information. 
Boston, Mass., April 1, 1904. 
Editor Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Sir—I notice that there is 4 National Association 
and also a New England Association, auxiliary to the 
National, of jobbers in the paper trade, and that the de- 
clared purpose of this association is to protect the inter- 
ests of the jobbers. This is a good purpose and a broad 
field for effort, and one that needs a good deal of atten- 
tion at the present time. There are two classes of com- 
petitors against which the jobbers seem to have no protec- 
tion, and that is the broker, as he is called, who has no 
legitimate expense except his daily living, and the manu- 
facturer who is in search of orders and who wishes to un- 
load any surplus product. I am not saying in this con- 
nection, however, that the jobber is not of various propor- 
tions and kind 
many ways to define and limit in his field of operations as 


He, too, is as eomplex and as difficult in 


the broker and the manufacturer. In this particular case 
the jobber evidently thinks that if he can fortify his plan 
of doing business by removing or limiting the broker and 
the manufacturer, he has additional protection and secur- 
ity, which undoubtedly is the case. 

Coming to the question of such an association formed 
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for any such purpose, is there any reason to believe that it 
will command the respect of the manufacturer in the dis 
tribution of his products on a fair basis, unless the jobbers 
as a body can agree among themselves on a very definite 
and uniform plan of operating? Unfortunately, in trade of 
all kinds and in consolidations, the effort that is made by 
a great many to secure uniformity is generally broken 
down by an insignificant number who will not be con 
trolled and limited in their plan of operations. This has 
always been the rule, and today, when there is the greatest 
number of successful working organizations in the country, 
who is there that will say that this very fact is so much 
of an indication of a new order of things as it is that 
business conditions have prevailed which have allowed of 
more uniformity without in the least diminishing the 
minority of outsiders who as brokers and independents 
still think they will have an extra advantage? 

It is for this reason that the writer thinks that we shall 
always be up against this kind of a situation; that our 
competitors will always be among our own number just as 
much as among the brokers and the manufacturers; that 
we have this difficulty to face at the very outset of any or- 
ganized effort, and this leads to what we consider the vital 
principle of all organizations and efforts in any such cause 
as this association indicates. If we can maintain a reputa 
tion for fair dealing, for short credits, for simple methods 
of business, and if we can advertise as an organization that 
these are the principal features of any such scheme by 
which we are to persuade the manufacturer to prefer the 
jobber who works along such lines to the jobber who does 
not work in any such way, or the broker who has no oc- 
casion to advocate any such principles, then why cannot 
the purpose of any such association be declared at the 
outset, that we may get together to claim a decided prefer- 
ence on this line from all the manufacturers who wish to 
deal with first class concerns? 

There are a great many jobbing houses today who will 
not declare themselves in favor of any new organization 
established for any good purpose, however it may sound 
or appear, because it is so well known that with a great 
many concerns an organization is expected to accomplish 
everything, while other concerns believe that principles 
stand for very much more. What shall be the principles 
of this organization of jobbers? Simply to organize is all 
we have heard. I would like to know that there are some 
definite ideas in the management at the outset that will 
give to this new movement an established rating, so that 
we can have our best concerns represented, and so that it 
will be worth the price of admission to continue this as- 
sociation. Until then I fear that it will degenerate into 
the same kind of an effort that makes most of our trade 
organizations a get together affair of a social kind, which 
is good as far as it goes, but which never accomplishes 
anything for the good of the trade.
